CABINETS. 

Owing to the weather conditions un- 
der which this cabinet must be operated, 
it is desirable to eliminate as much as 
possible, glue joints, and in their stead, 
make each joint interlocking in such a 
way as will allow of expansion or con- 
traction without damaging or warping 
cabinet, a feature particularly to be de- 
sired owing to the different climatic con- 
ditions. The cabinet is especially built 
with this end in view, and we show here, 
two points only to illustrate.

proof paint. All panel work is made of 
agasote which is waterproof and will not 
change in any weather condition. The 
tent fabric is composed of a very heavy 
duck treated with a waterproofing. The 
floor of the tent will be made out of one 
inch pine slate resting on four wooden 
sleepers, said slate fastened together by 
strips of heavy webbing screwed on top. 
This makes it possible to roll the floor 
up in sections the same as a rug and 
place it inside of the car when in transit. 
The entire bottom of the car will be cov- 
ered with battleship linoleum before any 
of the equipment is in place. All the 
equipment will be fastened securely to 
body but at the same time in such a way 
that it can be taken out by the simple 
removal of screws. The lighting of said 
equipment will be done from Prest-O- 
Lite tanks. The heating of the car when 
necessary will be done with an oil stove. 
The car is to carry four dentists and a 
driver. 

As soon as the official acceptance has 
been received we will publish it in all 
magazines and start the big campaign 
for money. The approximate cost com- 


plete is $4000.00, but owing to the fluc- 
tuation of materials it is impossible to 
be exact. 

All money collected for Ambulances 
should be sent direct to the Treasurer of 
the Preparedness League of American 
Dentists, Dr. Leuman’ M. Waugh, 576 
Fifth avenue, New York City, N. Y., 
and marked SPECIAL AMBULANCE 
FUND. This money is not to be used 
for any other purpose. 

Each society or organization giving 
the price of a Car, $4000.00, will have 
their name placed on a Car when pre- 
sented to the Government. If two or 
more smaller societies want to go to- 
gether it can be arranged so both names 
be used. 

It will also be necessary that the en- 
tire amount be sent when order is plac- 
ed, as we want to pay cash for all mate- 
rials to reduce cost to the minimum.*

A PLEA FOR THE NECESSITY OF EARLY DETEC- 
TION OF MALOCCLUSION.

(Read before the annual meeting of the North Dakota State Dental Society, held in Fargo, N. D., 
May 15th, 1917.) 


HE specialty of Orthodontia has 

undergone such tremendous de- 

velopment during the last decade 
that it has been difficult for the general 
practitioner to keep himself thoroly in 
touch with its progress. The result has 
been a steadily declining active interest 
in the work itself on the part of the 
older men and a gradual but percep- 
tible segregation of those men particu- 
larly interested in this phase of dentist- 
ry. True the younger graduates from 
such of our state universities as have 
adequate courses in dental orthopedics 
are in a measure at least capable of diag- 
nosing and treating many cases which 
come under their observation. But we 
believe that, with the exception of some 
few men who are particularly interested 
in children’s work, the younger genera- 
tion of graduates is evincing a profess- 
ional interest in this field sadly out of 
proportion to that exhibited along other 
lines. While orthodontia is distinctly 
a specialty it must not be forgotten that 
it has its origin in the larger field of 
general dentistry, and that at the hands 
of capable men in general practice it 
was nurtured thru its period of adoles- 
cence until it was able to stand as a sep- 
arate and distinct specialty. From this 
point on the larger strides have been 
made by the specialist, but a specialty 
falls short of its mark when its findings 
are not apparently aiding the general 
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practitioner in performing his best ser- 
vices for his .patients. 

From this it must not be inferred 
that by careful observation of the find- 
ings of certain enthusiastic specialists 
every general practitioner can and should 
make himself equally proficient. Not 
so! What may be inferred is that the 
general practitioner should be keeping 
himself acquainted with the progressive 
scientific advancement of these special- 
ties tho the opportunities for the tech- 
nical application of methods and means 
may be lacking or not indicated. It is 
only by so doing that he will be able 
to fulfill his highest professional duty 
when made the final court of appeal in 
determining the diagnosis and prognos- 
is of cases arising within his practice. 

This is not an unfair burden to place 
upon the shoulders of the general dental 
practitioner. Because the general prac- 
titioner of medicine does not happen to 
be engaged in surgical work it does not 
follow that he is exempt from responsi- 
bility in a diagnosis of appendicitis! 
Nor should he minimize the importance 
of such radical procedure because of his 
own inaptitude for that particular branch 
of his calling. In both instances the 
good of the patient should be the ulti- 
mate consideration. 

The specialist has a great opportuni- 
ty for seeing the evil results of both faul- 
ty diagnosis and total ignoring of in- 
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cipient malocclusion. We realize that 
the correction of a large number of cases 
even when detected sufficiently early is 
never undertaken by either general prac- 
titioner or specialist. ‘This is more or 
less of a normal condition under the ex- 
isting sociological order of things and it 
can only be remedied when appropriate 
dispensation of clinical facilities is 
made possible. There are however, on 
the other hand, innumerable cases where 
parents would eagerly seek corrective 
measures for defects in their children 
if only enlightened regarding the possi- 
bility of curative measures. Many such 
cases arise and the reputation of many 
a dentist has suffered therefrom. For the 
family dentist is generally the one first 
consulted and much depends upon his 
attitude. 

In a large proportion of cases the ser- 
iousness of the condition is minimized 
and this course is, we believe, due to 
one of two causes. The first of these is 
ignorance of the true condition. The 
second is a fear on the part of the den- 
tist that if he admits himself incompe- 
tent to institute proper corrective meas- 
ures he will be deemed deficient in his 
professional ability. Both of these 
states of mind are inexcusable. When 
we consider the facilities even those of 
us fartherest removed from metropolitan 
centers are able to enjoy in the way of 
published treatises on these matters the 
former reason is easily overthrown. The 
latter bugaboo, namely fear of being 
adjudged professionally dilatory, can 
also be easily banished. For no dentist 
should experience a sense of inferiority 
in admitting he cannot properly care for 
certain conditions. On the contrary, the 
large majority of our patients have an 
infinitely greater respect for such an 
one than for him who professes to be 
expertly proficient in all branches of 
his art. Also it is only fair to assume 
that the specialist in his restricted field 
may have the benefit of an experience 
along certain lines denied to the general 
practitioner. 


The point that we are attempting to 
make is that the dentist should be fair 
to himself as well as his patients and 
therein lies the secret of his success. We 
are not crying for a great influx of pa- 
tients referred to the specialists from the 
general practitioner. We are asking that 
these patients be given the proper infor- 
mation when they come seeking it from 
the dentists, so that the burden of re- 
sponsibility be placed upon the patient’s 
shoulders. And this will relieve the 
specialist from the embarrassing predic- 
ament, so often encountered, of trying 
to tell the anxious parent that the period 
for the best results, most easily attained, 
is past; and of hearing the old, old 
story—‘but our dentist told us to wait!” 
For when the disillusionment takes place 
the dentist, as well as the patient, suf- 
fers. 

I will cite a case illustrative of the 
above. It is not unusual, and is typical 
of what often occurs: 

Mrs. X., residing in a neighboring 
state, presented with her daughter, a 
charming girl of eighteen. (Fig. 1, 2, 3.) 
Upon examination we found a Class 1 
(Angle classification) case with both su- 
perior cuspids impacted labially, the 
lateral on one side being in close con- 
tact with the 1st bicuspid. The infer- 
ior right Ist bicuspid was also impacted 
entirely ligual to the arch. The teeth 
were large and well-formed and. this, 
together with the malocclusion combined 
to produce a decidedly unesthetic effect. 
The mother was extremely anxious re- 
garding the case and the daughter was 
very conscious of her appearance. With- 
out much solicitation the following his- 
tory was revealed. When the child was 
9 years old the family dentist had been 
consulted. His diagnosis had been that 
the condition, which even then must have 
been marked, might require treatment 
but that it should not be undertaken for 
a considerable time! So far, so good, 
Some conditions might warrant such a 
diagnosis. However when the case pre- 
sented again at 13 years the mother was 
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informed that it was now“pretty late” to 
try and do anything and treatment was 
discouraged! When at 18 years of age

the case came under our observation, the 
condition was detected and treatment 
was immediately instituted, not however 
without considerable study as to the

proper method to employ. (Incidentally 
we are happy to be able to say that 
treatment without extraction proved to 
be the wiser course. Also we hesitate

resident of a small country town, pre- 
sented with her son of 10 years. (Figs. 
4, 5.) She said she was worried about

inferior arch. Opportunity for error in diagnosis is great in this type of cases. 
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L’s teeth and sincerely hoped something 
could be done; that her dentist had told 
her a bad malocclusion was beginning to 
manifest itself which should be taken 
care of at once, altho he personally was 
unable to treat it. To emphasize the 
keenness of this dentist’s diagnosis, let 
us say that superficial examination of 
the mouth revealed an apparently beau- 
tiful alignment of superior and inferior 
arches and extraordinarily beautifully 
shaped and colored teeth. On closer ex- 
amination however, we found the infer- 
ior right deciduous cuspid missing and 
the lateral nearly in contact with the 
deciduous right first molar. Both arches 
possessed an apparently beautiful sym- 
metry. Treatment was at once instituted 
with the result that this lad will have a 
mouth containing the maximum degree 
of masticating efficiency and beauty in- 
stead of a crippled dental apparatus in- 
volving also impaired facial harmony. 
Furthermore the dentist who made the 
initial diagnosis of this case is retaining 
a place of high regard in the estimation 
of these particular patients and _ their 
friends. 

All of the foregoing has been dwelt 
upon with reference to the man who is 
not attempting to care for orthodontic 
work in his practice and whose interest 
in it for that very reason is somewhat 
dulled. Let us now consider for a while 
the man who may be more actively in- 
terested in it altho devoting but a small 
proportion of his time to such work. 
Such men we shall divide into two 
groups: 

1. Those who do positively no more 
orthodontia than forced to by insistent 
patients. 

2. Those who treat the easier cases 
among their juvenile patients. 

For the men in the first group and for 
their patients we express a great sym- 
pathy. We once heard one of this class 
make the following remarks: Said he, 
“Yes, I do a little orthodontia when I 
have to. If the patient wants it badly 


enough I put appliances on the teeth and 
move them around a bit. Then after 
I’ve pulled and pushed for a time I let 
the teeth go back to where they were in 
the beginning and nine times out of ten 
the patient is tickled to death with the 
result!” Let us hope that this attitude 
is not held by many of us. But the man 
who allows an occasional patient to in- 
fluence him into undertaking orthodontic 
work is not quite fair to himself. The 
relation of the patient seeking orthodon- 
tic treatment to the dentist is not identi- 
cal to the relation existing between the 
patient and the specialist. For by the 
very term “orthodontist” a specialty is 
indicated to the patient and where one 
terms himself a specialist the public 
has the right to demand more than the 
usual skill. But, it might be difficult to 
prevent the patient of the dentist who 
has been induced to undertake a case of 
orthodontia, from judging the general 
practitioner by the standards of the spec- 
ialist. And unless the general practit- 
ioner is intelligently equipped he may 
suffer from the comparison and the cause 
of orthodontia receive a set-back. 

This is another argument for prepared- 
ness on the part of the general practi- 
tioner. For the solution of such condi- 
tions lies firstly in correct diagnosis, and 
secondly in recognizance of true values 
of operative methods at the hands of the 
individual operator. 

A consideration of diagnosis immedi- 
ately involves etiology. This brings us 
face to face with causative factors and 
the necessity for their elimination as the 
primary step in curative procedure. Go- 
ing back farther we are confronted with 
the realization that the early detection 
and elimination of causative factors at 
the incipiency of their occurrence would 
correspondingly eliminate the sequelae. 
This then would appear to be the logical 
time to most easily and successfully com- 
bat malocclusion. Postponement in such 
instances merely means allowing a de- 
formity to assume its greatest develop- 
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ment before combating it and such a 
course scarcely seems rational. Preven- 
tive orthodontia then, seems to offer the 
largest field of endeavor, and the part 
played by the general practitioner there- 
in is all-important. We have long been 
of the opinion that the prevention of 
malocclusion lies chiefly within the prov- 
inces of the pediatrist and the general 
dental practitioner. Theirs is the oppor- 
tunity for the earliest detection of pre- 
disposing and exciting causes of maloc- 
clusion. 

It would be well to dwell shortly on 
some of the predisposing causes influ- 
encing malocclusion. It has long been 
recognized that systemic disorders in in- 
fancy are responsible for a great num- 
ber of developmental manifestations in 
the tissues. It is but logical to assume 
that any nutritional derangement affect- 
ing normal development in various parts 
of body would likewise have an arrest- 
ing influence upon the bony structures 
of the maxillae. In children who have 
suffered from rachitis of rickets in early 
infancy we note a distinct arrestation of 
development of the dental arches. (Fig. 
6.) The clinical sequelae of this dis- 
ease in the maxillae are easily detected 
especially between the ages of 414 and 
6 years. During this period interproxi- 
mal spacing in the deciduous denture is 
lacking. If the necessary expansion of 
these narrowed arches is not produced at 
an early age it is a foregone conclusion 
that the second dentition will be crowd- 
ed. 

The correct time for such procedure is 
before the ages of 6 or 7 years. At this 
time the unabsorbed roots of the decidu- 
ous molars and cuspids offer a splendid 
medium thru which to transmit expan- 
sive force. Such treatment is not diffi- 
cult and a variety of attachments and 
appliances are at the disposal of the op- 
erator. In this connection we may say 
that the use of the perpendicular tubes 
in round, half-round and square forms 
in conjunction with small gauge expan- 


sion wires produces excellent results. 
These appliances as well as the lingual 
wires advocated by Lourie and others 
completely obviate the necessity for lig- 
atures upon the individual teeth, which 
is a great consideration in working upon 
the deciduous denture. 

The infectious diseases of childhood 
are also responsible for an impaired de- 
velopment of the maxillae. Among these 
may be mentioned measles, scarlatina 
and pertussis. Protracted attacks of any 
one of these react only detrimentally up- 
on the developmental progress of dentit-

ion. In addition to the stigmata upon 
the individual teeth, the dental arches 
themselves are sub-normal, in develop- 
ment, the inter-proximal spacing is in- 
sufficient or entirely lacking and the pal- 
atal vault may be constricted. 

From the foregoing it can readily be 
seen that access to pediatric records is 
an invaluable aid in a study of the etiol- 
ogy of orthodontic cases. Apropos of 
this we quote Dewey in a recent editor- 
ial: 

“We are aware that there are many 
cases of malocclusion which can be pre- 
vented from developing if they are rec- 
ognized by some one interested in the 
child in their incipient stage, especially 
that type of irregularity resulting from 
vicious habits of the tongue and lips; 
then too those caused by hypertrophied 
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lymphoid tissue and mouth breathing or 
the too early extraction of deciduous 
teeth. In fact there are many malocclus- 
ions presented which have been devel- 
oped over a period of years which could 
have been prevented or at least remedied 
materially by the correction of habits at 
an earlier period and by advice as a re- 
sult of intelligent diagnosis.” 

Speaking of the educational work to 
be done he goes on to say: ‘““* * * *There 
are three avenues open for propaganda 
work—the dentist, the pediatrician and 
the orthodontist. Of these three the den- 
tist is the one thru whom the greatest 
good can be accomplished. * * The den- 
tist in many instances is in a favorable 
position to be on the alert for the effects 
of adenoids at the period when the child 
emerges from its infancy. He is in a 
position to point out the results, not only 
from an orthodontic standpoint but from 
every physical viewpoint, what may be 
expected if this condition is allowed to 
continue without attention.” 

Regarding the orthodontist we read 
further that “* * * * * he should strive 
to prevent malocclusions in the very 
young by giving parents who come under 
his influence proper instruction with ref- 
erence to those factors that are sure to 
produce deformities in growing children. 

He should endeavor by all means in 
his power to arouse among his confreres 
in the dental profession greater interest 
in preventive orthodontia, that they may 
advise parents against influences and 
habits in the very young that will surely 
bring about malocclusion.” Here we 
have expressed in no uncertain terms the 
opinion of a man of considerable experi- 
ence, 

The deplorable habit of thumb suck- 
ing offers one avenue of attack against 
malocclusion which is open to all. It is 
well within the province of the dentist 
to prescribe measures antagonistic to 
this habit and to this end he should be 
constantly searching out and warning 


against it. Remedial measures can be 
employed which are highly effective and 
knowledge of their use should be com- 
mon property. It would be well to bur- 
nish our memories on this point and to 
outline a few of the simpler devices used 
in combating this habit. (Figs. 7-12 in- 
clusive. ) 

As a first step adhesive tape may be 
used. A short piece of this is passed 
over the end of the thumb from the nail 
to the ball. Then a second length is 
passed around the thumb just below the 
nail thus securing the ends of the first 
piece. This “thumb cap” usually does 
not lie evenly to the skin surface and 
therein lies part of its merit. While this 
method is sufficient in many instances, 
more stubborn cases require more radical 
measures. 

As a second agent small thumbless 
mittens made from muslin, and having 
sleeves, of elbow length which may be 
tied to the dress or night-gown are very 
effective. Apropos of this during a re- 
cent address to a mothers’ club, in which 
the matter of thumb-sucking was brought 
up, the writer was informed by a fond 
parent that a baby’s stocking pinned over 
the hand had successfully broken her 
children of this habit! A splendid idea 
provided, of course, the stockings were 
clean! 

As a more severe measure aluminum 
balls with cloth sleeves attached are ef- 
fective. We have never advocated the use 
of distasteful solutions upon the fingers 
nor the use of a splint upon the arm al- 
tho both may be useful. Whatever meth- 
od may be employed it must be remem- 
bered that extreme persistence and even 
fortitude on the part of the parent are 
often necessary. It is easy to yield to 
an irritable baby. However, while not 
dwelling upon the influence of the forces 
of heredity or of a natural physiologic 
craving upon the formation of this habit, 
or removing it from the habit class to that 
of a normal reflex action, we believe that 
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its pernicious effects warrant its strictest 
control. This then is one field where in- 
dividual effort on the part of every one 
of us can count for much.

So much stress has been placed lately 
upon the relationship between hypertro- 
phied adenoid tissue and malocclusion 
that we shall not dwell upon it here. The 
mouth is generally a direct index to the

condition of the naso-pharynx and usual- 
ly offers the first indication of nasal or 
post-nasal congestion. It would again 
appear logical that careful observation 
on the part of the dentist would result in 
detection of such conditions at their in- 


cipiency. Even tho there be some hes- 
itancy about making an examination for 
adenoids the condition and relation of 
the dental arches should at least be an

examination of the nasal and post-nasal 
areas. The exercise of such observation

among his patients should be not only 
wholly proper for the dentist but also 
as much a part of his professional duty 
as the detection of caries. ‘This is not 
merely an idle fancy for we believe the 
day is coming when the responsibility 
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for adenectomy, thru the close inter-rela- 
tionship of the parts affected, will belong 
as much to the dental practitioner as to 
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orthodontic interference and the time 
may be not far distant when the dental 
practitioner’s opinion will be eagerly

establish their verity. The accent, how- 
ever, must be placed upon a more serious 
consideration of what such statements 
mean to each one of us. It is a very 
simple matter for us to read case history 
after case history apropos of this partic- 
ular etiologic factor, and tacitly admit 
its soundness; and then in our daily 
practice tell Mrs. Blank that altho there 
are a few more cavities in Mary’s teeth 
it will be just as well to let them go, 
for the teeth are only temporary and will 
probably be lost within a year or two 
anyway! 

And we submit to you that the public 
is hearkening more to the cry of preven- 
tion along all lines than ever before. As 
evidence of this we have only to observe

THE TREATMENT OF ROOT CANALS WITH 
PUTRESCENT PULPS.

(Read before the Washington State Dental Society.) 


T IS indeed with a great deal of pleas- 
ure that I appear before you to dis- 
cuss the various phases of root canal 

work. While I have devoted a great 
deal of thought and some investigations 
to roots of teeth, I must confess that the 
precise facts which I shall be able to 
present will not be sufficient to give you 
a comprehensive knowledge of the whole 
subject. There are, however, some facts 
regarding certain pathological condi- 
tions, which I wish to present to you and 
that have caused me to take a positive 
position yvegarding the management of 
these cases. 

The process in the breaking up of the 
pulp tissue by bacteria may be divided 
into two classes; the putrifaction of the 
protied, or the albuminous tissue, and 
the fermentation of the carbohydrates, 
or non-albuminous tissue. As a result 
of this process the elements composing 
the pulp tissue are set free and unite 
chemically with each other to form cer- 
tain products, and again these products 
unite with one another to form the by- 
products when decomposition is com- 
plete. 

In the greatest per cent of cases which 
we are called upon to treat, I do not be- 
lieve decomposition is complete. Dur- 
ing this stage there are albuminous sub- 
stances present which are undoubtedly 
saturated with bacteria. To know the 
character of the products present in the 
pulp chamber may appear to some to 
be of but little value. I wish to state, 
however, that such knowledge is of the 
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greatest importance if the most satisfac- 
tory results are to be obtained in the 
treating of septic root canals. Substances 
present in these canals may be liquid or 
a semiliquid which we can safely as- 
sume is filled with bacteria. The only 
means by which the bacteria in these 
broken up tissues can be reached is to 
employ an agent that will mix with the 
fluid present. A remedy that is not 
missable with water is contraindicated 
in the treatment of these cases. 

Whether decomposition is complete or 
not there are present during this process 
certain products resulting from the 
breaking up of the pulp tissue. These 
are chiefly ammonium compounds. 
The media can never be of the acid na- 
ture for any length of time at least. It 
would perhaps be possible for such a 
media to be produced during certain 
stages of decomposition, but it could not 
remain so because the acid would at once 
become neutralized by the calcium salts 
present in the tooth structure. It is, 
however, possible for the media to be 
neutral at times, but as there are good 
reasons to believe that it is alkaline, we 
will assume it to be of such a character, 
and base the selection of the ingredients 
for the remedy to be used, upon this sup- 
position. 

If the media present is of an alkaline 
nature the ingredients of the remedy to 
be used must possess properties that will 
act chemically to transform these pro- 
ducts. The agent which might first sug- 
gest itself would be an acid to neutral- 
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ize this media, but the difficulty in em- 
ploying acids would be that they would 
become neutralized by the calcium salts 
of the dentin. It is, therefore, necessary 
to select an agent that will not be acted 
upon by the tooth substance. I have 
selected chloral hydrate as one of the in- 
gredients, because it shows a readiness to 
unite with a wide range of ammonium 
compound, also with sulphur compounds 
which are formed in the breaking up of 
the pulp tissue. It is also known that 


chloral hydrate possesses antiseptic 
properties and is readily soluble in 
water. 


Thymol is another very good agent 
as it possesses powerful antiseptic prop- 
erties. Both the thymol and chloral hy- 
drate come in crystal form. By tricher- 
ating equal weight of thymol and chloral 
hydrate in a warm mortar a liquid mix- 
ture is obtained. A few drops of alcohol 
should be added. This will aid in keep- 
ing the remedy in a liquid form. I 
have used this remedy for some years 
with gratifying results. The reports 
received from many other men who have 
used it for the treatment of putrescent 
pulps indicate that their results have 
been equally satisfactory. 

The first step in all cases of root canal 
work is to obtain a radiograph of the 
teeth to be treated. Assuming this has 
been done and no rarified area was dis- 
closed, but all findings indicate the case 
is a putrescent pulp, the next step is to 
apply the rubber dam, which has been 
previously sterilized. Now all the decay 
should be thoroly removed from the cav- 
ity. An effort to re-sterilize the rubber 
dam as well as the teeth themselves, by 
the application of tincture of iodine 
should be made and allowed to remain 
for a minute or two, when ethol alcohol 
should be used to wash off the iodine. 
This does not sterilize the tooth struc- 
ture, but it may be of sufficient value to 
sterilize the surface infected material. I 
would not advise applying the dam to a 
great number of teeth in treatment. If 


only a few teeth are isolated the chances 
for infection being introduced from the 
teeth will be greatly reduced. 

I do not believe that the application 
of any germicide to the teeth can be re- 
garded as an assurance that the teeth 
are sterilized, and for that reason I 
would avoid the risk of exposing more 
teeth than is necessary in treatments. I 
would also prevent as much as possible 
having any substance introduced into 
the canals coming in contact with the 
crowns of the teeth. Asepsis should be 
most carefully observed. 

As to the sterilization of the hands, I 
doubt if this can be done satisfactorily. 
I prefer to have all substances that are 
introduced into the root canal sterile and 
use sterile instruments for handling 
them, and not allow the hands to come 
in contact with them at any time. I think 
such a method can be carried out more 
successfully than endeavoring to sterilize 
the hands. The general surgeon no longer 
believes that he can operate without the 
use of sterile gloves, and what can- 
not be accomplished in general surgery 
cannot be done in dental surgery. To 
use rubber gloves for dental operations 
would be impossible, but I do believe 
absolutely sterile operations can be done 
by the use of sterile instruments. 

I would like to say something about 
sterilization before proceeding further. 
First one must be equipped with a suit- 
able and efficient sterilizer. To my 
knowledge there is nothing in a dental 
sterilizer that is satisfactory. It is nec- 
essary to have a sterilizer so constructed 
that dressings and cotton can be steril- 
ized by steam, and where by adjustment, 
the dressings can be dried. The sterili- 
izer I employ was obtained from a sur- 
gical supply house. If a number of 
smooth broaches are wrapped with cot- 
ton before they are sterilized it will not 
be necessary to handle the cotton with 
the fingers. A small number of these 
can be wrapped in muslin and placed in 
a sterile jar until needed, thus avoiding 
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the risk of contamination. This sug- 
gestion was first made, I believe, by Dr. 
Miller a number of years ago. The ob- 
jection he offered to this method was that 
the broaches became rusty and brittle 
after sterilization, but I have not experi- 
enced this, however. Where the broaches 
and cotton are thoroly dried I think 
this can be avoided. I do not use cotton 
in this way a great deal. I prefer the 
Johnson Cotton Points which can be 
sterilized in the same manner. ‘This 
method of sterilization is very simple 
and can be carried out in any dental of- 
fice. A simple efficient method is al- 
ways more valuable than the elaborate 
ones which require additional assistance 
and expense to maintain. 

Great care should always be exercised 
in opening root canals or placing in the 
remedy. A slight pressure might cause 
some of the bacteria in the septic canals 
to be forced thru the foramen, producing 
an infection. I do not believe it is ad- 
visable to attempt to enter canals to any 
extent, at least at this sitting. I prefer 
to dry out the canal as much as possible 
and to place a pellet of cotton saturated 
with a thymol and chloral hydrate mix- 
ture, in the pulp chamber. Then place 
sufficient temporary stopping over the 
dressing to cover it, but do not fill the 
entire pulp chamber. The purpose of this 
is to make it possible to hermetically seal 
the cavity. In order to accomplish this, 
however, a pellet of cotton saturated in 
chloroform should be wiped over the 
stopping in the cavity. The chloroform 
dissolves enough of the gutta percha to 
seal the cavity. By the use of compress- 
ed air, remove the excess chloroform. 

The temporary stopping will not be 
sufficiently stiff to withstand the stress 
of mastication, therefore, the cavity 
should be filled with a cement that can 
be easily removed. The cement will not 
seal the cavity sufficiently tight to ex- 
clude moisture, but it is used to prevent 
pressure caused by mastication from 
forcing substances thru the apex. This 


treatment should remain three or four 
days. It can, however, be left a week 
with safety, if for any reason it is found 
necessary. 

At the second sitting, after the rubber 
dam has been applied, the sterilization 
of the teeth and rubber dam by the same 
process suggested for the first sitting 
should be employed. At this time all in- 
struments should be absolutely sterile. 
If it is necessary to use burs they 
should also be sterile. If the chip 
blower is used the air should be drawn 
from the flame of the Bunson Burner. 
At this time some effort should be made 
to cleanse the canals with a sterile bar 
broach, but no attempt should be made 
to reach the apex. ‘The debris should 
not be removed from the broach with the 
fingers. If the shallow dish containing 
peroxide is employed to place the end 
of the broach in, it will be fairly well 
cleansed by the action of this agent upon 
the putrescent material. The broach 
should now be placed in a small dish 
containing phenol and then in alcohol to 
neutralize the phenol. This will main- 
tain a clean broach at all times. After 
the canals have been fairly well cleansed, 
flood the pulp chamber with alcohol. 
Dry with hot air. There are three rea- 
sons for using alcohol at this time. The 
first is for further sterilization, the sec- 
ond for assisting in drying the canals 
thoroly before the application of the 
remedy is made, as moisture tends to di- 
lute the remedy which would reduce its 
efficiency; and the third reason is, that 
the bacteria will be deprived of some of 
its media by removing the moisture. I 
regard this procedure a very important 
step in the treatment of septic root ca- 
nals. 

I then insert a Johnson Cotton Point 
of the suitable size, soaked in the rem- 
edy, into each canal, and if the points 
are not of a satisfactory size, I use ster- 
ile cotton from one of the broaches pre- 
pared by the method described above, 
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and again seal as was done at the first 
sitting. 

At the third sitting an effort should 
be made to thoroly cleanse the canals 
after the rubber dam has been applied. 
It will be impossible to remove all the 
broken-up pulp tissue by the use of 
broaches. A very convenient and effi- 
cient method for accomplishing this, is 
by the use of sodium and _ potassium. 
This alloy, as you know, is contained in 
small tubes. A small portion should be 
placed in the pulp chamber with a 
smooth broach and worked gently into 
the root canals, but great care should be 
exercised to prevent any of the remedy 
from passing thru the foramen. It will 
be observed that a violent reaction often 
takes place when it comes in contact with 
moisture. ‘This is due to the action of 
the metals upon the water liberating 
hydrogen which again unites with oxy- 
gen in the air, producing water. 

Another chemical process involved 
by the action of these metals is the trans- 
formation of the pulp tissue into soap, 
which, as you know, is soluble in water 
and can, thereby, be readily removed from 
the canals by the use of sterile water. 
However, if more convenient, dioxogen 
can be used for washing out the canals. 
Great care should be exercised in ap- 
proaching the apex with sodium and 
potassium as very serious results can 
occur from the action of these substances 
when they come in contact with the peri- 
dental membrane. Sodium and _ potas- 
sium should never be used where there 
is any possibility of it passing thru the 
foramen. The results of this action will 
be shown in my presentation this even- 
ing. These experiments were under- 
taken upon dogs for the purpose of as- 
certaining if sodium-potassium would de- 
stroy fragments of vital pulp tissue that 
might remain adhering to the sides of 
the canals after the removal of vital 
pulps. Much to my surprise I found 
the membrane highly inflamed. 

If the indications are favorable at this 


time, I think an effort should be made 
to open the root canals. I do not mean 
by this, however, that an opening to the 
apex or thru the apex should be made 
by the decalcification of the tooth struc- 
ture by the use of acids, as is being ad- 
vocated by most root canal workers. I 
venture to say that thru the employment 
of this method the percentage of ab- 
scesses will be greatly increased owing 
to the destruction of the peridental 
membrane by the action of acids employ- 
ed. I am most positively opposed to 
such a method. However, if an opening 
to the apex exists, by all means fill the 
canal to the end. First, try to deter- 
mine how many canals exist. Do not 
work on the supposition that each root 
has only one canal. I have seen a cus- 
pid with two distinct root canals ex- 
tending from the pulp chamber to the 
root end. 

If there is any difficulty in entering 
the canals, place hydrochloric acid, 50% 
C. P. in the pulp chamber and work it 
into each canal with a fine, smooth 
broach. So often it is found that sec- 
ondary dentin has formed in the upper 
portion of the root canals, especially in 
molars and bicuspids in teeth of middle 
life or advanced age, but in the teeth of 
children this is found lacking. Such 
tooth structure readily gives way to the 
action of acids. ‘The products formed 
should be washed out but I do not see 
the necessity of using any substances to 
neutralize the acid as the calcium salts 
of the tooth will neutralize the acid. 
However, if there should be a great 
amount of acid placed in the apical por- 
tion of a canal having a large foramen, 
such a procedure would, of course, be 
advisable. 

I hope I am not going to be misun- 
derstood by taking the stand in opposi- 
tion to the technic for making openings 
in root canals to the apex. To me, it 
appears that only a perforation of the 


root is made by this method. I cannot 
conceive of how any good can _ result 
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from such an operation and when only 
one canal is opened and filled where 
there are a number of canals in the same 
root left unfilled. For instance, in some 
of the teeth that were shown today there 
were Six or seven openings at the apex. 
If only one of these canals is filled and 
the remainder are left open, of what 
value would this be, or if the object is 
to include the several canals in the one 
made by the use of acids, the tooth struc- 
ture between these various canals would 
be destroyed. If this is done it will un- 
doubtedly destroy the membrane cover- 
ing this structure. Some maintain that 
only the tooth structure is destroyed by 
this process and the membrane left in- 
tact. It seems impossible to me to de- 
termine by any known means just how 
much acid will be required to decalcify 
the tooth substance, and if more than is 
required is placed in the canal, it will 
pass thru the root and come in contact 
with the membrane which will at once 
carbonize it. 

I cannot conceive of how it would be 
possible to so govern the action of the 
acids that it will not act upon the peri- 
dental membrane in such operations. I 
am convinced this cannot be done. There 
may be those who believe the injury re- 
sulting from the destruction of the mem- 
brane would be of less consequence than 
the open root canal. I am not certain 
that a foramen exists in all roots. I am 
strongly inclined to believe it does not 
in all cases. However, my opinion is 
that the destruction of the membrane 
would invariably prove a failure to 
these operations. The full importance 
of a vital membrane does not appear to 
be generally recognized. When we re- 
call that it has taken some years to en- 
hance the proper interest in the conser- 
vation of the dental pulp, it is hardly to 
be expected that the profession would 
readily appreciate the value of the peri- 
dental membrane. 

I will say this, however, if the open- 
ing to the apex exists, an effort should 


be made to fill the apex, but I do not 
believe any attempt should be made to 
enlarge the foramen, for by so doing the 
peridental membrane at the orifice will 
surely be destroyed or injured to such 
an extent that it may become diseased. 

It is impossible to determine when a 
canal is sterilized by any process unless 
a culture is taken, and as this seems 
hardly practical, I think one is justified 
in filling the canals as a rule, when no 
odor is perceptible. Altho I do prefer, 
in cases where there is any suspicion of 
odor, to seal in a mild antiseptic for a 
few days as a test to determine if the 
odor recurs. ‘The remedy I employ in 
these cases is a ten per cent. solution 
of cresol in glycerine. If the odor does 
recur in the presence of this agent, it 
clearly indicates that the canals are not 
sterile. The former treatment should 
then be continued. The canals should 
never be filled if the seepage of serum 
persists to discharge from the apex. 
Such a condition indicates that a patho- 
logical condition exists in the periapical 
tissue. If all the conditions are favor- 
able, I would fill the canals at this sit- 
ting. 

I would like to say just a few words 
regarding the after treatment where 
pulps are removed. I do not believe 
immediate root filling should ever be 
done because it is impossible to control 
the hemorrhage following such an opera- 
tion. It may be possible to control this 
to a certain extent by the use of a strin- 
gent, but there is likely to be a seepage 
of serum from the injured tissues, and if 
bacteria exists in the blood stream at 
this time, the bacteria will have an ideal 
culture media, and an_ infection will 
surely follow. I prefer to seal in a ten 
per cent. solution of cresol in glycerine. 

There are two or three good reasons 
why a remedy of this nature should be 
used. First, because it will mix with 
water in all proportions. Try it. It 
will, therefore, mix with the serum or 
blood present in the canals to keep them 
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sterile. Second, it will not coagulate 
albuminous fluid; neither will it irritate 
the vital tissue where it may pass thru 
the foramen. For sealing the remedy 
in the canals the temporary stopping and 
cement should be used according to the 
method mentioned above. 

Asepsis, in the strictest sense of the 
word should always be observed in these 
operations. I know some dentists seal 
formaldehyd mixtures in the canals af- 
ter the removal of the pulp. No such 
agent is indicated here. If asepsis is 
employed there should not be any need 
for an antiseptic of any nature. I know 
that those who practice such a method 
would say they obtain perfect results by 
these means, and that if bacteria should 
be introduced in removing the pulp, it 
will be destroyed by the use of such 
agents. I will show by slides in the 
preceding paper what the effect is upon 
the membrane when used in this man- 
ner. We have in the past made serious 
mistakes by endeavoring to sterilize the 
infectious material introduced into root 
canals rather than employ asepsis. I 
am not certain that septic root canals 
can always be sterilized by the use of 
any agent. We have had evidence pre- 
sented which shows that all septic root 
canals are not sterilized by the use of 
germicides. This statement is based 
upon results obtained from bacteriologi- 
cal tests. This work was done by Dr. 
Dahlgren of the University of Minne- 
sota. 

There are so many phases of this sub- 
ject that I hardly know where to leave 
off. In conclusion, however, I would 
like to call attention to a few points re- 
garding root amputation. Many are un- 
der the impression that these operations 
are very simple. If there are any who 
fail to realize that these operations re- 
quire the utmost skill and care, I be- 
lieve I am safe in predicting that by far 
the greatest percentage of cases in their 
hands will be failures. 

There are so many conditions to be 


reckoned with in these cases, that it will 
not be possible for me to enter into the 
subject fully in this discussion. I will 
endeavor to call attention to only the 
most important points. 

To operate upon all roots regardless 
of the size of the abscess without taking 
into consideration the physical condition 
of the patient would prove most disas- 
trous to these operations. I believe that 
if we learn the results of the work that 
has been done, root amputation will be 
regarded as a complete failure. 

I do not wish to have vou gain the 
impression, however, that I am going to 
offer a technic where it will be possi- 
ble for you to operate successfully in all 
cases. Even with the utmost care in the 
selection of my cases, I have failures, 
but I also have some successful opera- 
tions. I do not believe it is possible to 
estimate as yet, the percentage of fail- 
ures. 

One important point that should be 
remembered in all these operations is to 
always remove all of the root involved 
in the abscess; in other words, remove 
all of the root which has been denuded 
of its membrane by the presence of the 
infection. If this is not most closely ad- 
hered to the abscess will invariably re- 
cur. 

The first question to be considered is 
whether or not the patient’s recuperative 
powers are sufficient to restore the tissues 
that are destroyed by the infection and 
sacrificed in the operation. To deter- 
mine this, of course, requires some expe- 
rience. I can tell you only in a general 
way how this can be determined. It is 
never wise to operate upon bed patients, 
that is, patients who are confined to the 
bed on account of lesions produced by 
infections. ‘There are times when a pa- 
tient is not in bed when you are con- 
vinced they should be. This, of course, 
applies to these cases. 

If there are several roots requiring 
amputations for one patient suffering 
from secondary infections, I do not be- 
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lieve that it is wise to operate upon all 
these teeth at one time, or perhaps it 
would be better to operate only upon the 
smallest infections and extract the rest 
of the teeth. I prefer doing this in most 
cases. It will be found that if a great 
number of amputations are done at one 
time, it will, as a rule, be more than the 
patient can endure. There is invariably 
some swelling and soreness after these 
operations. I do not believe more than 
one or two, at the most, should ever be 
operated upon at one sitting. I have, in 
several cases, operated upon many teeth

at one time under ether anesthesia, but 
I cannot recommend this method when 
the risk of the anesthetic and the ex- 
treme soreness, as well as the systemic 
disturbance which invariably occurs as 
a reaction, is considered. 

The systemic disturbance usually 
manifests itself by increasing the sever- 
ity of the lesion or lesions in evidence 
before treatment was undertaken. That 
is, if rheumatism has developed from a 
focal infection, the rheumatism becomes 
worse. If a heart iesion exists this con- 
dition becomes decidedly worse. If too 
much work is undertaken at one time it 
can be seen that where heart lesions have 
resulted from these infections, that this 
may prove fatal. 

I cannot at this time describe fully 
the technic for these operations. There 
are, however, some points in the technic 


that I feel will bear special emphasis. 
In all of these operations I am convinced 
that the root should always be ampu- 
tated gingivally from the rarefied area, 
as indicated by (A) in Figure 1. The 
membrane of the roots involved by the 
abscess will be found to be destroyed 
and no portion of such a root should be 
allowed to remain, for it will continue 
to be a source of irritation which will in- 
variably result in the formation of an 
abscess. It will, of course, be impossible 
to determine this point before entering 
the root thru the bone. In all cases I 
endeavor to enter above such a point and 
cut gingivally after the amputation has 
been made if it is found necessary. 

It is usually a simple matter to de- 
termine when all this area has been re- 
moved. I might mention, however, that 
where such a condition exists, the point 
of a fine explorer can be passed into the 
area existing between the root and the 
process. 

Another condition which I would like 
to call attention to is the sinuses often 
formed in the medullary cavity where 
medulla has been destroyed by the ex- 
istence of pus. I have entered such 
sinuses with the explorer and found pus 
discharging very freely. Upon investi- 
gation it will sometimes be discovered 
that another infection exists beyond this 
sinus in the medulla some distance from 
the main abscess. Such conditions are 
not revealed by the radiograph. I be- 
lieve all abscesses are progressive; that 
is, they continue to enlarge and it is, I 
believe by this process that it is accom- 
plished. If such infections are over- 
looked the systemic results may not be 
very satisfactory for such abscesses may 
remain and continue the secondary in- 
fection. One must constantly bear in 
mind that thoroness is the secret of suc- 
cess in mouth infection. 

Where the abscessed are involves one- 
fourth of the root or where it will be 
necessary to remove one-fourth of the 
end of the root, I do not believe an am- 
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putation should be undertaken, or at 
least success should not be expected in 
such cases. There are two reasons for 
this failure. A re-infection from the in- 
fectious material entering the dentinal 
tubli of the tooth structure owing to the 
great area of infectious material existing 
in such cases the dentinal tubli would 
naturally become saturated with bacte-

ria, and the second reason is because of 
the irritation caused by the movement of 
the tooth. 

In my work upon dogs I have tried 
root amputations, but as it became 
necessary to kill the dog three months 
after the operation, the results were not 
of much value. I did, however, have 
some slides made and I have an en- 
larged photomicrograph that I wish to 
explain. 


Figure 2. A indicates the point where 
the root was cut off, B the labial sur- 
face, C shows osteoclasts. From the la- 
bial surface up to the point where the 
osteoclasts are shown there is a dense 
substance formed over the end of the 
root. This is, I believe, a new layer of 
cementum. However, the substance has 
not developed sufficiently for me to de- 
termine positively. It will be observed 
that the fibers of the tissue overlying the 
end of the root tend to run across the root, 
where above this point the fibers lie 
parallel with the long axes of the root. 
At B it will be observed there is a dip- 
ping in of the cementum. This is due, 
I believe, to the accidental removal of 
this portion of the cementum during the 
operation. There is a continuance of 
this cementum with the substance found 
over the end of the root that is ampu- 
tated. While I did produce abscesses 
which remained for about fourteen days 
before the operation, it is possible that 
the protoplasm in dentinal tubuli re- 
mained vital or partially so at least, 
which would make the condition in this 
experiment materially different from 
those formed when the infection has ex- 
isted for a number of years as is the case 
in many of the roots met with in prac- 
tice. 

I am strongly of the opinion that un- 
less cementum and a peridental mem- 
brane does form to cover the end 
of these roots, that operations of this na- 
ture will prove a failure so far as a 
permanent success goes.

Dr. D. C. Bacon, of Chicago, Chairman 
of the Committee on Transportation and 
place of session reported that his com- 
mittee had received from the Grand 
Trunk Railroad System, a reduced fare 
on the certificate plan, to our meeting in 
New York City in 1917.

Some ten years ago anesthesia in den- 
tistry almost went into the discard be- 
cause men believed an automatic machine 
or an office assistant could administer 
it. We are trying to conserve anesthesia 
as an integral and inviolable part of the 
practice of medicine and surgery and we 
intend to see to it that as in Ohio and 
now in New York, dental anesthetists 
shall have absolutely the same rights 
and privileges under the law as medical 
anesthetists.

Resolved, that this joint committee, 
composed of the representatives of the 
Trustees of the Research Institute, the 
Research Commission, and the Trustees 
of the National Dental Association, en- 
dorse the proposition that it is wise and 
expedient that there be an_ affiliation 
with Universities, Hospitals and Dispen- 
saries for the carrying on of research 
work and that the Executive Committee 
of the Trustees of the Research Institute 
and the President of the National Dental 
Association are appointed a committee 
to consult with the officers of such Uni- 
versities, Hospitals and Dispensaries to 
ascertain under what conditions such 
affiliation may be maintained. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee and the President of 
the National Dental Association are di- 
rected to present such plans to the Board 
of Trustees of the Research Institute, the 
Research Commission and the Trustees 
of the National Dental Association for 
final action. The Executive Committee 
and the President of the National Dental 
Association are also directed, when the 
plan is formulated, to submit the same to 
a mail vote of the Trustees of the Re- 
search Institute and the members of the 
Research Commission. 
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DR. BROWN MOVED, That the com- 
mittee appointed in Dr, Burkhart’s reso- 
lution be authorized to consummate some 
satisfactory arrangement with the West- 
ern Reserve University and local hos- 
pitals, reserving immediately the right 
to later take this same question up with 
other Universities, Hospitals and Dis- 
pensaries. Seconded and carried. 


Dr. King, as Secretary of the National 
Dental Association and editor and busi- 
ness manager of The Journal, sub- 
mitted his budget report of the 
probable receipts and expenditures 
to January 1, 1918, showing that on an 
estimated basis of seventeen thousand 
members, that there would be practically 
no balance left in the treasury at the 
close of the year.

PRICE MOVED, “That it be the 
sense of this body that the motion just 
passed be understood to be the sense of 
this body as the action that should pre- 
vail in the National Association meeting 
in the next annual session.” 

ON MOTION of Dr. Price, seconded 
by Dr. Conzett, and unanimously carried, 
it was 

Resolved, that the resolution in refer- 
ence to the dues be published in the next 
issue of The Journal of the National Den- 
tal Association. 


The President, Dr. Barber, called the 
Trustees of the National Dental Associa- 
tion to order. 

Expenditure orders number 196 to 207 
were read.

OUR EXPENSES. 

The publication of The Journal on a 
monthly basis has added greatly to our 
expenses. [I wish to call particular at- 
tention to some of these items of ex- 
pense, such as salaries, labor purchasing 
of new machinery, general office ex- 
penses, which includes postage, station- 
ery, typewriters, dictaphones, desks, 
new multigraph machine, new addresso- 
graph machine, filing cabinets, etc., etc. 
Besides these added expenses, the Sec- 
retary’s railroad and hotel expenses have 
been greater this year than in all the 
three previous years, having traveled a 
total of 38,456 miles. 

It may also be of interest to the Board 
of Trustees to know that the Secretary 
has mailed out of his office 408,000 pieces 
of mail. 

Notwithstanding these increases of 
expenses—the disorganization of state 
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societies due to the fact that all state 
societies had to change their constitu- 
tions in order to meet the increase of 
National dues to $2.00—and the unset- 
tled condition due to the war situation, 
we have been able to not only maintain 
our present membership but to increase 
it to nearly 2,000 over 1916. We have 
also been able to establish The Journal 
on a thoro financial foundation, leaving 
a nice surplus in the treasury. 


SECRETARY RETIRES FROM AC- 
TIVE PRACTICE. 


On account of the tremendous amount 
of labor involved in the publishing of a 
monthly journal, together with our sec- 
retary’ work, made it imperative for me 
to retire from active practice, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1917. This decision was made 
after having tried and failed to secure a 
competent assistant as proof reader to 
assume some of my responsibilities in 
connection with the general work of 
preparing the copy for publication as 
well as assisting in proof reading, 
therefore I found it necessary to dis- 
charge my second proof reader appro- 
priating her salary to my own salary 
which at least in a small way helped to 
compensate me for my loss from the 
income from my practice. 


RESERVE FUND. 


I would like to suggest in order to 
place our National Association on a bet- 
ter financial basis so that we may have 
sufficient funds on hands at all times to 
tide us over a lean year that The Journal 
fund be used as a reserve fund and to this 
amount which we now have in this fund 
10% of all money received in the Secre- 
tary’s office (except such funds as Relief 
Fund) be turned into this reserve fund. 
The dental profession in too many in- 
stances, in its organization work, have 
failed to show the keen business ability 
or insight that they should. Therefore, 
it seems to me to be imperative for the 
trustees of our National Dental Associa- 
tion to establish a Reserve Fund which 


will give at all times to our National 
work a spirit of solidarity which will re- 
sult in increased confidence from our 
membership in the success of all of our 
plans. No organization will ever grow 
and develop as it should by business 
policy of “living from hand to mouth.” 
Therefore, our National Dental Associa- 
tion must have a strong financial back- 
ing to establish our Journal and carry 
out other big undertakings. The Trus- 
tees should bear in mind that we are 
also financially liable for the failure of a 
local committee to pay its bills. To meet 
such emergency is another argument 
why we should have such a Reserve 
Fund. 

That part of the Secretary’s report 
which has been referred to in his report 
to the House of Delegates, The Journal 
report as well as suggested in the 
Trustees’ report to the House of Dele- 
gates has not been repeated in this re- 
port. 

To each member of the Board of 
Trustees we wish to extend our sincere 
thanks and appreciation for the loyal 
cooperation we have received during 
this year’s work.

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REPORT OF THE EDITORS OF THE JOURNAL 
TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

The various activities of The Journal in the 
interest of the dental profession and of the pub- 
lic have been carried on, we believe, in a most 
satisfactory manner, both from the financial and 
educational side. 

These activities have been so closely allied with 
the report of the General Secretary’s office, that we 
here refer only to matters which pertain strictly to 
the business and publication of The Journal. 

Following the action taken by the Board of Trus- 
tees and the House of Delegates at the 1916 ses- 
sion of the National Dental Association, namely, 
the passing of an amendment increasing the dues 
to $2.00, and the placing of The Journal upon a 
monthly basis, we began the inauguration of 
plans to carry into effect these instructions. 


Increased Cost of Paper. 


The Journal of the Association has been pub- 
lished the past year every month, and contained 
one hundred and twenty-eight pages each month, 
except February when ninety-six were run, and 
in the July number we published an extra run of 
thirty-two pages. We have published in the ten 
numbers of The Journal a total of 1,280 pages, 
including the advertising section—1,172 pages of 
reading matter. We will publish in the twelve 
volumes of The Journal for 1917 1,550 pages, in- 
cluding extra colored pages. We have also pub- 
lished twenty extra pages of four colored half- 
tone work at a cost of $1,000.00. 

The principal item of expense in the publica- 
tion of The Journal is that of paper. The ex- 
pense is equal to one-half the combined expense. 
We were unable to contract the paper for 1917, 
at any special price, but were able to contract 
for our tonnage, and did not have to pay any ex- 
tra during the entire year on account of not hav- 
ing a contract as to price. We buy in car lots 
from the mill, and save one-half to three-fourths 
of a cent a pound, which is quite an item in a 
year. 

We give the net extra cost of paper per issue 
for the ten numbers of this year, $435.15 Janu- 
ary, $230.75 February, $385.25 March, $385.25 
April, $311.50 May, $386.29 June, $385.25 July, 
$319.08 August, $305.04 September, $319.08 Octo- 
ber, making a net cost over normal conditions for 
ten months of $3,470.64. 

At the first of the year Enamel paper was hard 
to get on account of the high prices and car 
shortage. We were compelled to get magazine 
book paper. The same grade of enamel we were 
using would cost at the time 11% to 12 cents, 
F. O. B. Mills, and our magazine paper cost us 
8 cents, F. 0. B. Huntington. We have contracted 
for the year 1918 for enamel paper at near the 
same price as 1917 magazine book, and The 
Journal will be published on it the coming year, 
at only a small added cost. 


We have published 20,000 Journals each month 
the past year, all going to only Paid-up members. 
We will require 20,500 copies for the November 
Journal, 

I wish to state that the Whitelock Press has not 
charged a cent extra for profit or handling the 
paper for 1917 over 1916, while they have had to 
invest $400 more per issue. 

We have published two color inserts this year— 
at an added expense of $1000.00. This is the only 
expense we have been to that we know could be 
eliminated next year. However, our income from 
advertisers will be greatly increased for 1918. 

In order to carry out the instructions of the 
House of Delegates and the Board of Trustees in 
placing The Journal on a monthly basis, it was 
necessary for us to have the Whitelock Press at 
Huntington, Indiana, to increase their equipment 
and facilities to take care of the monthly Journal. 
To do this satisfactorily to us, it was necessary 
for them to make an additional investment in 
equipment, in building an addition to their plant, 
and increasing their floor space, which involved 
an expenditure to this Company of $10,000. 

The following report given by the Chairman of 
the Publicity Committee of the Dental Medical 
Board Council of National Defense, will give in 
detail The Journal’s activity along the line of the 
part that dentistry is playing in the mobilization 
of dental forces and the war. 


To the Dental Committee of the General Medical 
Board, Council of National Defense: 

The Chairman of the Publicity Committee de- 
sires to make the following report: 

1. In order to assist in securing enlistment in 
the Dental Reserve Corps, your Committee had 
printed and distributed, gratuitous to the Govern- 
ment, 50,000 blank “Applications for Appointment 
in Dental Reserve Corps, United States Army.” 
These blanks were efficiently distributed thru the 
medium of The Journal of the National Dental 
Association, and also by mail. One blank was 
enclosed in each copy of the June and July num- 
bers. We also supplied sufficient application 
blanks for each member on the Board of Prelimi- 
nary Dental Examiners. 

2. We have inaugurated in The Journal sev- 
eral new departments, one of which is the Depart- 
ment of DENTAL MOBILIZATION AND THE 
WAR. In this department in the June, July, 
August and September issues of The Journal we 
published the official reports of the Committee on 
Dentistry of the General Medical Board, Council 
of National Defense. 

3. Other new departments that have been in- 
augurated in The Journal for the purpose of edu- 
cating the dental profession along the line of what 
was expected of dental societies and individuals, 
in this great war crisis, are as follows: 

ARMY AND NAVY, LEGISLATION AND EN- 
ROLLMENT, and WAR NOTES. 
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4. Besides these special departments we have 
published many extra pages, covering the various 
phases of the war thru the Preparedness League 
Department, the department of Items of Interest, 
as well as a large number of special editorials. 


5. Thru the Preparedness League department 
of The Journal we have served as the official 
mouth piece for this great organization, which 


has done a commendable work in an educational 
and practical way for the cause of Dental War 
Mobilization. We have endeavored to keep the 
Organization in touch with all of its various 
units, stimulating interest and enthusiasm for the 
success of all its plans. Thus perfecting a great 
homogenious working organization. 

6. Thru the department of Legislation and En- 
rollment, (copy for which has been furnished to 
us by Major Wm. H. G. Logan, Chairman of the 
Dental Committee), we have published in the June 
and July issues of The Journal The Examining 
Boards for Physical Examination for Dental Re- 
serve Corps United States Army, and the Examin- 
ing Board of the Dental Surgeons of the United 
States Army, also the Examining Boards for Pre- 
liminary Professional Examination of Applicants 
for the Dental Reserve Corps United States Army. 
In these same issues we also published the spe- 
cifie statement from the Committee on Legislation 
and Enrollment to members of the Preliminary 
examining Boards relative to the dental graduates 
of 1917, together with other important instruc- 
tions to these dental examiners. 

7. In the Army and Navy department of The 
Journal we are publishing such copy as will be 
of particular assistance in acquainting the pro- 
fession to the various phases of the _ require- 
ments of members in the regular and dental reserve 
corps in United States Army, and other miscella- 
neous matter pertaining to Dentistry and the War. 

8. In WAR NOTES we have endeavored to 
magnify the war course as outlined by the Den- 
tal Committee—giving the curriculum of some of 
the Dental Institutions. In this department will 
also be found a large number of pages devoted to 
special Articles along Medical and Dental Lines, 
the health and efficiency of the

10. In the September issue of The Journal we

damental principles as to why we are at war. 
By this sort of a publicity campaign we expect 
to enthusiastically line up every member of the 
Dental Profession to be a true, loyal patriot in 
this great crisis. 

1l. We believe that it is no more than right 


and just that these men who are sacrificing pos- 
sibly their all for their profession and _ their 
country should receive due recognition, and there- 


fore we published in the August issue of The 
Journal a Roll of Honor of Patriot Dentists. This 
Roll of Honor includes those men who have 


enlisted in the Dental Reserve Corps. We expect 
to revise and re-publish this Honor Roll from 
time to time as the official list is furnished to us 
by the Surgeon General’s Office. We are receiv- 
ing in almost every mail a large number of let- 
ters pertaining to this Honor Roll, which would 
lead us to believe that this plan of honoring our 
patriot dentists meets with the hearty approval of 
the Dental profession. 

12. The office of the Secretary of the National 
Dental Association has gratuitously furnished to 
the Surgeons General’s office, dental department, a 
completed card index of our entire membership. 
This list will be revised from time to time. 

13. Since the appointment of the Publicity 
Committee your Chairman has published in The 
Journal of the National Dental 
pages in these various departments pertaining to 
the particular work of this Dental Committee. The 
cost to the National Dental Association for the 
publication of these reports, information, applica- 
tion blanks, etc., has been approximately $3406.20. 

14, Beginning in the October number of The 
Journal a new department will be inaugurated, 
viz, FACE AND JAW SURGERY. The aim of 
this department will be to publish from the pen 
of best known authors the latest and most scien- 
tific paper on war surgery as 
battle field of Europe. 

This Committee on Publicity expects to loyally 
cooperate with all plans promulgated by this 
Dental Committee of the Council of National De- 
fense, as well as to support in every way possible 
the plans for not only the Mobilization of the 
Dental and Medical forces but to enthusiastically 
cooperate with all governmental plans that will 
help to drive tyranny and brutality from the face 
of the earth. We are confident that the Dental 
professional will nobly stand up and be counted 
in this great war crisis until the world is made 
safe for democracy.

3. That the problems studied at the 
Research Institute shall be confined to 
pathological subjects, the exact nature 
of which shall be determined by the Re- 
search Director in conference with the 
Trustees of the Institute and the Trus- 
tees of the National Dental Association. 

4. All work produced under the aus- 
pices of the Research Department shall 
be subject to review by The Journal 
Committee.

also the conditions which dental sur- 
geons had to contend with. 


THE PRESIDENT then _ introduced 
Lieut. Herbert Wheeler, D. R. C., of New 
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York, who had acted as one of the ex- 
aminers for the Reserve Corps. Lieut. 
Wheeler spoke of the work around New 
York and what Dentists were doing in 
ine Training Camps. 


MAJOR W. H. G. LOGAN, M. R. C., in 
4arge of the dental affairs in the Sur- 
geon General’s office, Washington, D. C., 
was then introduced and spoke of the 
number of dentists now in the various 
Training Camps, what they were doing 
and what they were expected to do. Ma- 
jor Logan then asked Lieut, Burns, D. R. 
C., of Camp Upton, to tell what was be- 
ing done in his Camp. Lieut. Burns 
spoke of the dentai officers not only do- 
ing dental work, but those who were not 
as yet supplied with their dental outfits 
were vaccinating soldiers and still other 
inoculating soldiers for typhoid, paraty- 
phoid. 

Major Logan then explained the differ- 
ercc of duties of dental surgeons, oral 
stugeons and surgeons attached to the 
plastic and head surgical department. 


THE PRESIDENT introduced Dr. Ho- 
mer C. Brown, Chairman of the Legisla- 
tive Committee of the National Dental 
Association, as a man whom every den- 
tal surgeon in the army should feel in- 
debted to. Dr. Brown spoke of the work 
of the passing of the Bill giving great 
credit to Dr. Emory Bryant of the United 
States Navy Dental Corps stationed in 
Washington, D. C. Dr. Brown said that 
he hoped no dental officer of the army 
would do anything that would bring dis- 
credit upon the dental corps upon which 
so much honor had been recently con- 
ferred by giving them equal rights with 
the medical officers of the army. 


CAPT. J. R. BERNHEIM, D. C., who 


is assisting Major Logan in the Surgeon 
General’s office, spoke of the work to be 
done by dental officers on active duty, 
and the care they should take in their 
conduct as officers, so as not to bring 
discredit on the dental profession. 

CAPT. TIGNOR, D. C., who has charge 
of purchasing and the shipping of all 
dental supplies, spoke of the difficulties 
he had met with in obtaining supplies 
from the manufacturers. He outlined 
the method that was necessary to adopt 
in order to make the supplies and instru- 
ments go as far as possible. He gave 
certain instructions to those in attend- 
ance in making out their requisitions for 
supplies. 

EMORY BRYANT, U. S. N., of Wash- 
ington, D. C., who was so active in as- 
sisting in the passage of the Army Den- 
tal Bill, spoke of conditions in the Navy 
and the necessity of the Dental profes- 
sion supporting the Bill giving the Den- 
tal surgeons of the Navy the same rank 
as their brother officers in the army.

spoke of conditions existing on 
ship under which dental officers had to 
work. He also spoke of the hearty co- 
operation the Navy dental surgeons re- 
ceived from the medical officers and the 
cordial relations existing between dental 


officers and all other officers of the

pictures of the conditions under which 
he worked in France, but owing to the 
lateness of the hour and that many 
young officers present had to return to 
their Camp, these pictures were not 
shown. The meeting adjourned to meet 
the following day at 10:30 A. M.

ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 


A general order will shortly be issued 
from the War Department quoting the 
act of October 6, providing that during 
the existing emergency first lieutenants 
in the medical corps of the Regular Army 
and National Guard shall be eligible to 
promotion as captains upon such exami- 
nation as may be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War. The general order on the 
subject announces that no examination 
shall be had for the promotion of the 
first lieutenants under the law unless an 
officer, if in the medical corps of the 
Regular Army, shall have completed one 
year’s continuous service in that corps 


or, if an officer in the National Guard, 
shall have completed one year’s federal 
service in the medical corps thereof since 
May 11,1916. Ata suitable time anterior 
to the expiration of one year’s service by 
any first lieutenant an examining board 
will be convened to conduct the exami- 
nation. The rules and regulations gov- 
erning the constitution, procedure, and 
action of examining boards for the pro- 
motion of medical officers prescribed in 
general orders or special regulations 
therefor will govern also the constitution, 
procedure and action of the examining 
boards hereafter.—+Army and Navy Register,

WAR RISK INSURANCE. 


Up to the close of business November 
28, 142,503 applications for war-risk in- 
surance, totaling $1,225,385,500, had been 
received. No applications were taken 
on the 29th, as it was a holiday. 

These figures make the average amount 
per man $8,599, and, as the maximum is 
$10,000 and the minimum $1,000, the 
readiness with which men are availing 
themselves of the insurance privilege 
offered them by the government is self- 
evident. 

The second battalion of the 6th regi- 
ment, U. S. M. C., make the claim for 


the marines that as they are the first in 
war so they are also first in life insur- 
ance. According to the report of Major 
Holeomb, commanding the above battal- 
ion, his battalion, consisting of 1,011 
men and 26 officers, has applied for gov- 
ernment life insurance aggregating $10,- 
276,000, or an approximate average of 
$9,909 per man 

Every man of the 83 men comprising 
field hospital company No. 3 at Fort 
Oglethorpe has applied for the full 
amount of war-risk insurance. The com- 
manding officer of the company says that 
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almost as good a record will be made by 
the ambulance company, and he accounts 
for this phenomenal record by the fact 
that they had had specially good instruc- 
tion given them as to the desirability of 
taking out government insurance. 

The authorities emphasize the fact that 
those who were in service on October 20 
will have until February 12 to apply for 
this military-naval insurance, after which 
date they will be excluded from _ this 
privilege. Those who enter the service 
after October 20 will have 120 days in 
which to make application. 

The War Department has sent to all 
commanding generals of the Army the 
following telegram: 

“Organization commanders are author- 
ized to discontinue allotment charges 
against soldiers, allotting thru) Army 
allotment system to their wives, children, 
or divorced wife to whom alimony is be- 
ing paid. Such discontinuances will take 
effect with October 31. Charges will not 
be entered on November and subsequent 
rolls. Discontinuances will be immedi- 
ately made, and form 39 will be forward- 
ed in each case as provided by regula- 
tions. Imperative that no discontinu- 
ances shall be made under this authority 
unless allottees are included in the 
classes above mentioned. Over-payments 
resulting from failure of organization 
commanders to limit discontinuances to 
classes named herein—wife, children, or 
divorced wife—will be charged against 
organization commanders. Compulsory 
allotments under act of October 6, 1917, 
must, however, be charged against sol- 
diers beginning with November 1 or from 
date of enlistment if existing subsequent 
to November 1, 1917.” 


WAR RISK QUERRIES. 

W. W. W.—Suppose a lieutenant com- 
mander in the Navy, now doing duty 
abroad should die or be killed after Feb- 
ruary 12, and is not insured in the War 
Risk Insurance, would his wife and child 
receive any compensation from the Gov- 
ernment? No. The automatic insurance 


holds good until February 12, 1918. If 
he allows that date to go by without ap- 
plying for insurance neither he nor his 
family will be entitled to the benefits 
of the law. 

Brownwood, Texas.—A reserve corps 
man on active duty can take out war-risk 
insurance. 

Soldier—A father or mother or grand- 


children or brother or sister can not get 
a government allowance unless they are 


actually dependent upon the man in 
whole or in part and they can’t get 
it even then to a greater’ extent 
than he been habitually  con- 
tributing to them, and his allotment 
is first taken into consideration, and 


only if he has been contributing more 
than he has to allot to them can he come 
to the government for the balance, and 
then subject to the limitation that all the 


government gives to each dependent 
parent is $10, and to each dependent 


brother, sister or grandchild, $5. 


Nurse Corps.—The Army and Navy 
Nurse Corps (female), which include in 
their reserve the Red Cross nurses, who 
have come into the active service of the 
Army or the Navy, and therefore are no 
longer in the pay of the Red Cross but 
in the pay of the Government, are given 
the compensation and the privilege of in- 
surance the same as enlisted men or 
commissioned officers. They are not en- 
listed; they are not commissioned; they 
are only employed, but nevertheless, in- 
asmuch as they incur the same risk it 
was deemed right that they are specifi- 
cally mentioned in articles 3 and 4 of 
the Act of October 6, 1917. 


Retired.—After you are relieved from 
active duty your insurance policy contin- 
ues in effect as long as you pay premi- 
ums. You will also be entitled to convert 
the policy into some other form of insur- 
ance during the five-year period after 
the war is over. 

Correction.—A ship’s writer in the U 
S. Coast Guard has total monthly pay of 
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$54. He has neither wife nor children. 
His average habitual monthly contribu- 
tion has been $15 each to a dependent 
mother and sister. He has made a com- 
bined voluntary allotment to his depend- 
ent mother and sister of $27 per month. 
How much money will his mother and 
sister receive from the government as a 
family allowance? 3. Section 207 (b) 


says: “The total monthly allowance to 
beneficiaries of class B added to the en- 
listed man’s monthly allotment to them 
shall not exceed the average sum habitu- 
ally contributed by him to their support 
monthly during the period of dependency 
but not exceeding a year immediately 
preceding his enlistment or the enact- 
ment of this amendatory act.” 


ARMY MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


The surgeon general's office of the War 
Department has completed the first draft 
of the new regulations which pertain to 
the promotion of junior officers, in ac- 
cordance with the provision of the act 
of October 6, to the effect that “during 
the existing emergency first lieutenants

ARMY DENTAL CORPS. 


Only a part of the examination papers 
in the examination of candidates for ap- 
pointment to commissions in the dental 
corps of the Regular Army has been re- 
ceived in Washington for the marking of 
them by a board detailed for that pur- 
pose. It will probably be two weeks or 
more before the list is completed. 

No action has been taken in the matter 
of the promotion of commissioned offi- 
cers of the regular dental corps, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the act 
of October 6. As already stated in these 
columns, it remains to be determined 
whether it is necessary to consider ser- 
vice in grade as a qualification for ad- 
vancement.—drmy and Navy Register, issue

It will be several weeks before it is 
possible to announce the result of the 
examination of candidates for appoint- 
ment to commissions in the Army dental 
corps. Some appointments may be made 
in advance of the approval of the com- 
pleted list in order to appoint those who 
would otherwise be beyond the age limit.

THE RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF FOCAL INFECTIONS. 


Medicine and dentistry are greatly interested now in the problems 
arising from infection, and there seems to be a marked disposition on 
the part of many to go to extremes in the elimination of mouth infec- 
tions by the extraction of teeth and the removal of tonsils, oftentimes 
promising the patient more than he is able to realize from such meas- 
ures. 

We do not wish to minimize the deadly or damaging effects of infec- 
tion distributed in the blood stream from abscessed tonsils, infected 
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gums and infected teeth, but we do wish to sound a note of warning to 
the extremist who makes unwarranted claims for the extraction of teeth 
and the removal of tonsils. 

A careful study of the infecting micro-organisms found in the 
mouth indicates that the infecting agents of vital importance in the 
mouth are limited in number. This is in marked opposition to ideas 
formerly held by the profession that the number of types of infecting 
micro-organisms were legion. Recent studies have shown us that the 
organism found in the mouth to be most dreaded is the streptococcus 
viridans. It makes its appearance in the mouth about the sixth hour 
after birth and from that time until the death of an individual, it is 
always present. It is as impossible to entirely eliminate the streptococ- 
cus viridans from the mouth as it would be to rid the bowel of the colon 
bacillus. 

Smithies, in a research carried on in the Mayo clinic, demonstrated 
clearly, by the examination of some 2500 individuals, that bacteria are 
not all destroyed by the gastric juices. The examination of foecal dis- 
charges frequently reveals the bacterial mass in the lower intestine to 
be greater in amount than the dejecta. Therefore, in forming an opin- 
ion as to what is best for a patient, when the question of extracting teeth 
is to be decided, all sources of infection should be taken into considera- 
tion. 

If the patient has abscessed tonsils and enlarged glands of the neck, 
an infected gall bladder, an inflamed appendix, or if the transverse colon 
and the stomach have sagged from their movrings and become the con- 
stant host of increasing numbers of bacteria, or if the individual has 
diseased ovaries, a diseased prostate or a sinus infection, all of these 
various factors should be carefully estimated and valued. 

It is unreasonable to make great promises of good to a patient by 
reason of extracting his teeth, if he has numerous other points of infec- 
tion remaining active. It is also unreasonable to remove slightly in- 
fected teeth in the hope of accomplishing great things for a patient with 
such other points of infection left undisturbed. Quite the reverse of 
this last statement may be entirely true; namely, that the correctign of 
many of these other infections, if properly undertaken, will make need- 
less the destruction of useful dental organs, particularly, if we credit 
the research done by Dahlgren, published in the January number of The 
Journal of the National Dental Association for 1917, page forty-nine, 
and also in The Journal of the National Dental Association for March, 
1917, page 241. In this research, it will be recalled that Dahlgren proved 
conclusively that three successive applications of iodine into root canals 
rendered 95% of such root canals sterile.

It seems 
to us that no man with any spirit of sympathy and lovalty to his profession would 
humiliate himself by returning stamps instead of sending a check. The books of 
the Relief Fund Committee are open to any member of the dental profession. Every 
member's record in the National Dental Association office on the Relief Fund con- 
tributions is an open book. Why not, before electing a man to an office, inquire 
into his past record as it relates to his cooperation and assistance to those causes 
that add permanency and solidarity to organized dentistry? 

We are pleased to publish below a few letters, and also extracts from a large 
number of others, commending and approving the Relief Fund work. By careful 
reading of these letters, one may get a good idea of the necessity for such a fund.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DENTISTRY, GENERAL MEDICAL 
BOARD, COUNCIL OF NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Washington, D. C., November 18, 1917. 
The Committee on Dentistry submits the follow- 
ing report of progress: 
First : 
Second: Enrollment of Dental Officers in United 
States Army. 


Dental Legislation. 


First. Dental Legislation: 

As a result of concerted action on the part of 
the dental profession and of the Dental Committee 
of the General Medical Board, Council of National 
Defense, there was on October 6, 1917, enacted by 
the Senate and House of the 
United States, in Congress assembled, a law which 


of Representatives 


provides that 

“Hereafter the Dental Corps of the Army 
shall consist of commissioned officers of the 
same grade and proportionally distributed among 
such grades as are now or may be hereafter 
provided by law for the Medical Corps, who 
shall have the rank, pay, promotion and allow- 
ances of officers of corresponding grades in 
the Medical Corps, including the right to re- 
tirement as in the case of other officers, and 
there shall be one dental officer for every 
thousand of the total strength of the Regular 
Army authorized from time to time by law: 
Provided further, That dental examining and 
review boards shall consist of one officer of the 
Medical Corps and two officers of the Dental 
Corps: Provided further, That immediately 
following the approval of this Act all dental 
surgeons then in active service shall be recom- 
missioned in the Dental Corps in the grades 
herein authorized in the order of their senior- 
ity and without loss of pay or allowances or 
of relative rank in the Army: And _ provided 
further, That no dental surgeon shall be re- 
commissioned who has not been confirmed by 
the Senate. 


“All regulations concerning the enlistment 
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of medical students in the Enlisted Reserve 

Corps and their continuance in their 

course while subject to call to active service 

shall apply similarly to dental students.” 

Second: Enrollment of Dental Officers 
United States Army: 

On September 18, 1917, the Surgeon General 
directed that examinations of applicants for the 
Dental Reserve Corps be discontinued for the pres- 
ent, as there were then enrolled a sufficient num- 
ber of dental officers to care for a larger Army 
than would be called to the colors in the imme- 
diate future. Towever, there were two exceptions 
made to the mentioned discontinuance of 
examinations: 

1, Sinee the Dental Division would have need 
of certain dental specialists in various localities 
in this country and abroad, applications were per- 
mitted of such men as were especially well quali- 
fied in such branches as the needs of the Army 
should demand, and the specialists needed at this 
time are to be found among those who have had 
experience in the management of fractures of the 
jaws and in minor and major oral surgery. There- 
fore, applications for appointment in the Dental 
Reserve Corps are being considered of men quali- 
fied in this special work. 

2. When a dentist is drafted and has been phys- 
ically accepted by those in charge at the camp 
where he has been sent as a private, he may then 
application for enrollment in the Dental 
Reserve Corps, thru the Division Surgeon and the 
Dental Surgeon in the camp, and his application 
will receive final action when additional number 
of dental officers are required. 

As a result of the fine patriotism 
members of the dental profession 
an opportunity to enroll in the Dental Reserve 
Corps and the Dental Corps, and the intelligent 
efforts put forth by the Preliminary Dental Exami- 
ners, the Surgeon General now has placed at his 
disposal, subject to call to active duty: 
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Regular Army Dental Corps.

THE ENLISTMENT OF MEDICAL AND DENTAL STUDENTS IN RESERVE CORPS. 


War Department, 
Office of the Surgeon General, 
Washington, D. C. 

The regulations published by this office 
September 4, 1917, governing the dis- 
charge of hospital internes and medical 
students from draft, will continue in force 
until noon of December 15, 1917. 

At that time the following paragraph 
of the new Selective Service Regulations 
will become effective: 

“Section 151. (b) Under such regu- 
lations as the Surgeon General may 
prescribe and upon receiving permis- 
sion from the Surgeon General to do 
so, any medical student, hospital in- 
terne, dentist, dental student, veter- 
narian, or veterinary student may en- 
list in the enlisted reserve corps of 
the Medical Department, and there- 
after upon presentation by the regis- 
trant to his Local Board of a certifi- 
cate of a Commissioned officer of the 
Medical Department of the Army 
that he has been so enlisted, such 
certificate shall be filed with the 
Questionnaire and the _ registrant 
shall be placed in Class V on the 
ground that he is in the military 
service of the United States. There 
is no other ground upon which such 
persons (as such) may be placed in 
a deferred classification.” 


Regulations to carry out the intent of 
the above paragraph will be issued short- 
ly by the Surgeon General. In the mean- 
time this office is receiving many in- 
quiries as to the present and future 
status of first year medical students, and 
this preliminary statement is therefore 
issued. 

The effect of the new regulations will 
be to extend to first year medical stu- 
dents, after December 15, 1917, essen- 
tially the same privileges in respect to 
army service as are now enjoyed by stu- 
dents of the second, third and _ fourth 
year classes. The approval of the Surgeon 
General will be granted to such students 
in well recognized medical schools only. 

Since, under existing conditions, it is 
extremely unlikely that further calls for 
the present draft will be made before 
December 15, the fear expressed by first 
year medical students that they may not 
be able to continue their medical course 
is unwarranted, if they have not already 
been cited for the draft by their local 
board. In that case, the Medical Depart- 
ment has no authority. 

The above statements about medical 
students apply similarly to dental stu- 
dents.
